On Shoplifting 


Carvie Abercrombie, the 
Manager of the Bargain Town 
U.S.A. store in Elba, stated 
that shoplifting caused a 2% 
price increase on all merch- 
andise in 1973. It’s an unfor- 
tunate situation when honest 
customers have to suffer for 
the illegal actions of others, 
but such has become the case. 

Because of this, Bargain 
Town U.S.A. made a concen- 
trated effort to curb the up- 
ward spiral of shoplifting. 

A program was instituted

Construction 


Set March | 


It was announced today that 
construction would begin onthe 
50 unit Section 23 Leased Hous- 
ing Project on March 1, 1974. 
Known as HUD Project Ala- 
bama 107-5, it will be admin- 
istere’ by the Housing Auth- 
ority of the City of Elba and 
leased to low income families. 

Twenty per cent of the units 
are designed for Elderly per- 
sons and one unit is spec- 
ially designed for a Handicap- 
ped person. The Elderly units 
are equipped with thicker 
Sheetrock for fire protection, 
special night lights, grab bars, 
raised base recepticles, ra- 
mps, just to name afew, These 
amenities are designed for the 
prevention of accidents, con- 
venience, and to meet the wide- 
ly varying needs of aged and 
handicapped persons. 

The breakdown of the units 
is as follows: 10 - one bed- 
room units (Elderly), 16 - two 
bedroom units, 20 - three 
bedroom units, and 4 - four 
bedroom units. Construction 
is estimated to be completed 
within eleven months. 

The project is located on a 
ten acre site known as the 
Poole Property on the Brant- 
ley Highway. Development of 
the project is by Southern De- 
velopment Company, Montgom- 
ery, Alabama and construction 
by Enco Engineering Corpora- 
tion, Enterprise, Alabama.

Tornado Hits Area On Saturday Night 


Another tornado hit this area 
last Saturday evening at about 


6:45. It hit first at Danley 
Cross Roads where it com- 
pletely destroyed three house 
trailers and, knocked another 
off its foundations. The re- 
mains of a house trailer de- 
stroyed in a tornado last year 


were still visible near the Sat- 
urday night destruction. The 
destroyed trailers belonged to 
Johnny Lawrence, Johnny Ray- 
born and Johnny Lee Cardwell. 
Cardwell’s trailer was new and 
he had not moved in at the 
time of the tornado. 


M. C. Lawrence, father of 
Johnny .Lawrence, lived in.a 
trailer nearby and his was 
was knocked off the blocks but 
none of the people in the trail- 
er at the time ° were hurt. 

The twister then moved up 
the highway to the home of Mr. 
and Mrs. Holman Taylor. There 
it tore off the porch, blew down 


two trees, knocked down the 
chimney and tore the roof off 
a corner of the house. The con- 
tents of the house suffered 
water damage, but according to 
Taylor, most of the contents 
can be dried out. He reported 
a torn-up step ladder and a 
family cat missing that hasn’t 
been seen since Friday. 

Taylor was asked Monday if 
he had an eye witness report 
for the news media and he noted 
that no one was at home at the 
time. He did however have the 
following comments: “you can 
tell them that I am leaving 
tornado alley. This is the 
fourth one within a few hund- 
red yards of our house since 
May of 1971. The third one 
went just over the top of the 
house and now this -- we are 
moving . . no, we have al- 
ready moved!” 

Next in the path of the storm 
was L. F. Capps’ chicken house 
and machinery’ shed. The 
chicken house was filled with 


14,000 week-old chicks and 
12,000 of these were killed 
in the storm which completely 
destroyed the chicken house. 
Two other chicken houses were 
not damaged, even though they 
were adjacent to the one com- 
pletely destroyed. 

Hanging precariously from a 
hook on one of the few re- 
maining poles in the chicken 
house was a clipboard with a 
Con Agra mortality chart for 
Capps to keep a record of the 
dead chickens he removed from 
the house each week. The first 
entry was 99, the next was 160, 
both normal for a new batch 
of chickens. In the middle of 
the confusion of assessing the 
tornado damage someone had 
penciled in on the chart under 
“dead chicks removed” the fig- 
ure of 12,000. That told the 
story for Mr. Capps and his 
family. 

The roof of Gordon Capps’ 
layer house was torn off but no 
chickens were killed. 


The twister next touched 
down at a house on Taylor Mill 
Road, tearing off the porch and 
knocking the house off its foun- 
dation. 

Residents along the path 
(Southwest to Northeast) repor- 
ted hearing the twister roar 
overhead but no further damage 
was reported. 


The Elba Fire Department 
was summoned tothe destroyed 
trailers at Danley Cross Roads 
Saturday night to a fire being 
fed from a propane tank for- 
merly connected to one of the 
trailers. The firemen, with 
the help of the rain, soon had 
the fire out and there was no 
fire damage reported. 

Monday, Mrs. Dorothy Lind- 
sey, local Red Cross repre- 
sentative, was issuing checks to 
the families who lost all their 
clothing in the tornado. She 
reported to this newspaper that 
she had issued checks in excess 
of $700.

HOW TO ACT AS A CHRISTIAN 
We might learn how to act as 
Christians by looking atthe Ch 
ristians who knew Paul. They 
were not always like this but a 
first century writer describes 
them in this manner. “They are 
not distinguished by country 
language or customs from 
other men ... They are in the 
flesh, yet live not after the 
flesh; their life is spent on 
earth, but their citizenship is 
in Heaven. They love all men, 
and are persecuted by all. They 
are ignored and condemned; put 


to death -- and made alive! 
They are dishonored, and in 
their dishonor glorified. They 


are reviled -- and they bless 
others; they are outraged -- 
and they honor men. Doing 
good, they are punished as 
evildoers; when punished, they 
rejoice.” 

When they met each other in 
the street, the early Christians 
had a habit of drawing the out- 
line of a fish on the ground 
with the end of their staff. This 
was the secret sign of recogni-, 
tion between them. But there 
is another and better way of 
recognizing each other now. We 
are not persecuted, so we need 
make no secret signs. We can 
know whether a mah is a Ch- 
ristian or not by the way he 
lives 

A man was to meeta mission- 
ary at the train station; not 
knowing just what the mission- 
ary looked like, he asked one of 
the missionary’s friends. “Oh, 
you'll know him all right,” said 
the friend. “He'll be helping 
someone off the train.” 

No wonder those early 
Christians turned this world 
upside down for Jesus Christ. 
What do you suppose might hap- 
pen to these United States ifall 
the Christians suddenly decided 
to act like a Christian? 

We need to act with devotion 
and determination. We need to 
make Christ real in our lives 
in order that other lives will 
see the good works of Him. 
“Put God first in your life,” 
Paul is saying, “and then you'll 
know His peace.”

CREATED A MONOPOLY? 


“Exxon loves me this [know 
‘Cause their ad men tell me 
so.” This is part of a sat 
castic song being sung on Cap 
itol Hill these days as the pro 
paganda of the slick Madison 
Avenue ad campaigns of the 60's 
yield to the oily advertise 
ments of the electronic media 

Exxon is not alone in this 
apparent attempt to buy back 
public confidence, instead of 
earning public confidence. At 
Texaco they're “working to 
keep your trust.’ In folksy 
accents which inspire our con 
fidence, Johnny Cash tells us of 
the heroic efforts of AMOCOto 
see us safely through the energy 
crisis 

These advertisements are a 
far ery from the daysof"TCP” 


and “Platformate” and “No 
knock gasoline” and a “Tiger in 
your tank” and useless give 


away programs designed to in 
crease the sale and consump 
tion of gasoline 

There are other activities 
of the major oil companies that 
are not being advertised in their 
not so subtle campaign to buy 
back public trust. We are not 
told how hard the oil com 
panies worked to keep amend 
ments prohibiting excess pro 
fits out of the Emergency En- 
ergy Bill, or how that contri-+ 
buted to the bill's stalemate as 
time expired for the closing 
days of the Ist Session of the 
93rd Congress, or how the big 
international companies pay 
little income tax in tie U.S., 
or how profits soared in the 
final quarter of 1973 as the 
energy crisis really hit hard 

We are not told in glorified 
ads that the major oil compan- 
ies may have formed monopo 
lies. But, according to a study 
by Stanley H. Ruttenberg and 
Associates, a Washington, D.C 
consulting firm, the oil indus~- 
try is one of the most power- 
ful forces in America today. 
The study says that the first 
2) oil companies in sizeare all 
billion dollar sales compan- 
ies, Seven of the first 16 
largest U. S. industrial firms 
are integrated oil companies. 
Four of the seven were crea- 
ted from the old Standard Oil 
Trust--Exxon, Mobil, Standard 
of California and Standard of 
Indiana. Texaco and Gulf are 
so-called independents and 
Shell is a subsidiary of the 
world-wide Anglo-Dutch com- 
bine, Royal Dutch/Shell. 

Exxon is by far the most ma- 
jestic of them all, with sales 
of almost $19 billion and at 
least twice as large as its 
nearest competitor in size, the 
Mobil Oil Company. The five 


largest oil companies in the 
United States earned over $4 
billion in profits in 1971 alone 
That figure is up considerably 
for 1973 

The study also pointed out 
that in addition to controlling 
the major portion of all the oil 
in the U.S. and the world, with 
the exception of the Commu- 
nist countries, these seven 
companies have also acquired 
and control a significant por- 
tion of competing energy sour- 
ces such as coal, uranium and 
natural gas 

Today major companies ac- 
count for a fifth of U.S, coal 
production and own 30% of US 
coal reserves, Over 50% ofthe 
uranium reserves are con- 
trolled by these “majors” and 
more than 25% of the milling 
capacity These companies 
also control over 72% of nat- 
ural gas production and reserve 
ownership in this country. The 
majors also have a strangle- 
hold on the conversion of coal 
to liquified petroleum and nat- 
ural gas, according to the Rut- 
tenberg study. They are also 
beginning to acquire oil shale 
and tar sands, 80% of which 
are owned by the U.S. govern- 
ment, which are now becoming 
technically and economically 
convertible to energy.

Everyone realizes that any 
corporation must operate at 
a profit or it would have to 
close down. The oil compan- 
ies are no different, But, if 
the oil companies really want 
to restore public confidence in 
the industry, they must first 
begin to reduce their giant 
profits and, if necessary, roll 
back prices. With apologies 
to Abraham Lincoln, the oil 
companies seem to find them- 
selves in this situation: “You 
can rip-off all of the people 
some of the time, and you can 
rip-off some of the people all 
of the time, but you can’t rip- 
off all the people all the time.” 

This gigantic rip-off must 
stop. 1 would prefer.to see 
less government control and 
interference in private enter- 
prise, but when giant corpo- 
rations extoll tremendous pro~- 
fits at the expense of the count- 
ry and the public good with pos- 
sible monopolistic practices, 
then the government must step 
in to protect itself and the 
people, If the big oil com- 
panies donot havea conscience, 
it looks like Congress just 
might give them one.

SAVING-TIME 

Fixingé.double recipes of 
family favorites and freezing 
some for another meal is a 
time-saver for you. Plan pre- 
cooked main dishes so they 
won’t be stored in the free- 
zer more than two or three 
months. ye 

Prepare food as you nor+’ 
mally do, being careful not to 
overcook it. Some foods, such 
as macaroni and vegetables 
are better if slightly under- 
cooked. Final cooking is done 
just before serving. 

Quick cooling of cooked food 
helps keep the natural flavor, 
color and texture of the food. It 
also helps to prevent the grow- 
th of bacteria that can cause 
spoilage. To cool, set the 
uncovered pan of food in very 
cold water. 

After preparing, freeze and 
store foods immediately at zero 
degrees or below. 


LAMP SHADES 


Many lamp shades are 
washable, particularly those 
made of fabric that is sewn 


instead of giued. Fill your 
bathtub or dish sink with en- 
ough water to cover the shade. 
Add detergent and wait until 
it dissolves. 

Before washing, remove all 
trim, and Yacuum the shade 
inside and out to remove sur- 
face dirt. Then immerse the 
shade in the water and move 
it from side to side and up 
and down. To remove stub- 
born dirt, rub with a well- 
lathered soft-bristled brush. 
Then rinse the shade, aipping 
up and down, in several chan- 
ges of clean water.

NEW NUT 

Imitation nuts have joined 
the growing number of product 
substitutes. The newest is 
called bitsyn and is a blend 
of wheat germ, milk protein 
and vegetable oil. Similar in 
texture and flavor to pecans 
and black walnuts, the item is 
currently being sold to the 
baking and confectionery indus- 
tries. 

It is reported to have out- 
standing consumer possibili- 
ties. A recent field test of 
pecan-flavored bitsyn found 
that 75 percent of the tasters 
prefer it over the real thing. 

Two factors favor consumer 
acceptance: price, which is 
one-half of natural nut meats, 
and availability--supplies are 
not limited by poor growing 
seasons. 


KITCHEN PESTS 

Most homemakers who find 
insects in dry foods in their 
kitchen cabinets accuse them- 
selves of attracting these pan- 
try pests by not keeping their 
houses clean. But these in- 
sects get into the cleanest of 
kitchens in any of several ways 
over which you have little con- 
trol. In many cases, an insect 
infestation may not begin inthe 
home, but during transporta- 
tion or at warehouse points. 

Getting rid of pantry pests 
isn’t difficult. Start by check- 
ing stored materials periodic- 
ally, and wipe up all spills to 
deprive insects of a place to 
feed. Inspect newly purcha- 
sed foods, especially grains and 
flours. Destroy all infested 
materials and store susceptible 
foods in glass, plasti¢’or meta!

move all foods and dishes and 
spray infested areas’ with 
chlordane or malathion. The 
insecticide should be dry be- 
fere shelves are covered with 
foil or paper and the food re- 
placed.

Each year about this time 
or a little later we have one 
or two severe farm tractor 
accidents Sometimes folks 
get killed. Otker times they 
have narrow escapes or are 
injured badly Just recently 
Derwood Grimes over in the 
Curtis Community was sever- 
ly injured by a tractor 

In February farmers start 
turning and disking land. They 
try to plow out as near to the 
road bank or ditch bank as they 
did the previous year.

SOYBEANS FOR FEED 

Occasionally, people ask me 
about feeding soybeans to hogs. 
This is especially true since 
the price of protein supplement 
has increased during recent 
months. We have known for 
over 50 years that hogs could 
not utilize raw soybeans bec- 
ause they contain certain en- 
zymes that prohibit protein use 
Feeding raw soybeans is not 
recommended. 

Cooking or heat- treating 
soybeans will destroy the en- 
zyme prohibitors and result 
in a protein source that can 
be used by the pigs. Equip- 
ment for processing soybeans 
for hogs is now available. 

Whether or not a Coffee 
County farmer feeds soybeans 
depends on the availability of 
beans and the processing equip- 
ment. Of course, all of this 
must be compared with buying 
regular soybean meal which 
most folks are doing at the pre- 
sent time. : 

We have complete informa- 
tion on this and will be glad to 
share it with those interested. 


SPURWEED 

One of the most undesirable 
weed pests that we have in 
Coffee County is the spurweed. 
Spurweed is a winter annual. 
It germinates in the fall and 
winter and in early spring 
forms seed-heads. When the 
seed-heads are mature, the 
nutlets have stiff bristles or 
stickers. Most folks don't 
notice this weed until it starts 
sticking them in the spring.

ATHEROSCLEROSIS: WHERE 
DOES IT BEGIN? 


Atherosclerosis, commonly 
called “hardening of the arter- 
ies,” is a major cause of heart 
attack and stroke. It’s pro- 
gressive. It can begin early 
in life. Although usually irre- 
versible, there is evidence that 
the disease can be slowed by 
eating foods low in saturated 
fats and cholesterol, and by 
controlling high blood pres- 
sure. Dr. James F. Mracek, 
President of the Alabama Heart 
Association, explains how it de- 
velops: 

“Over the years, cholesterol, 
saturated fats, andother debris 
carried in the bloodstream col- 
lect along the walls ofthe blood 
vessels. 
come thick and lose their ability 
to expand and contract. Asthis 
build-up on the walls becomes 
heavier, the artery channels 
Narrow and sometimes close 
altogether, making it easy for 
a clot to form. When the flow 
of blood and oxygen needed to 
keep the heart and brain func- 
tioning properly is blocked, a 
heart attack or stroke can re- 
sult.” 

Although atherosclerosis has 
long been considered a “disease 
of aging,” Dr. Mracek cites 
these facts:

*Doctors performing autop 
sies on children killed in acci 
dents, or who died from other 
causes, found streaks of fat in 
arteries as early as age three 

*Autopsies on soldiers killed 
in battle during the Korean 
War showed hardening of the 
arteries in some men in their 
early 20's and 30's. 

He notes that these findings 
are evidence that atherosclero- 
sis -- and the heart attack, 
stroke and other cardiovascu 
lar killers to which it con 
tributes -- are diseases that 
can begin early in life. 

A diet high in fat and cho- 
lesterol leads to a high blood 
cholesterol level and to anac 
cumulation of deposits within 
the blood vessels. Dr. Mracek 
says studies confirm that high 
blood cholesterol is associated 
with the increased risk of heart 
attack and stroke. Eating foods 
low in fat and cholesterol can 
lower the level of cholesterol 
in the blood and reduce the risk 
of these two killers. Choles- 
terol levels can also be low- 
ered by treatment with drugs 
when necessary. 

Another factor contributing 
to the two major killers -- 
heart attack and stroke -- is 
high blood pressure (hyperten- 
sion), This, too, may begin ear- 
lier than doctors once believed 

“When atherosclerosis and 
high blood pressure are com- 
bined,” Dr. Mracek warns, “the 
risk is even greater, since the 
presence of both often results 
in cerebral hemorrhage, a form 
of stroke.” 

The Alabama Heart Associa- 
tion points out that high blood 
pressure, once thought to be 
present only in adults, is now 
showing up in small children 
and teenagers. 

“Pediatricians,” he says, 
“take blood pressure readings 
as part of routine examinations. 
And some Heart Associations 
throughout the U.S. have under- 
taken screening programs 
which include high school stu- 
dents.” 

The Alabama Heart Associa- 
tion was involved in a blood 
pressure screening program 
during the fall at the Health 
Fair in Birmingham which at- 
tracted thousands of high school 
students. 

Screening programs have 
been conducted by the Asso- 
ciation already in several coun- 
ties of the State. During the 
coming year, more programs 
will be set up throughout Ala- 
bama. 

“Screening members of the 
community for high blood pres- 
sure,” Dr. Mracek says, “is 
just one of many services pro- 
vided by the Alabama Heart

On any of these complete pro- 
teins, particularly the animal 
proteins, you can live well and 
vigorously without ever touching 
another type of food — and still

When you don’t supply enough 
high-protein foods in your daily 
diet to make certain that these 
vitally needed cell repairs and 
replacements can go on without 
interruption, you're inviting old 
age to take over. 

In the laboratories, nutritional 
scientists and biochemists have 
proved that a diet poor in pro- 
teins hastens aging in the hu- 
man body, 

I could cite case after case of 
elderly persons, weakened by 
tea-and-toast diets, who have 
been restored to usefulness by 
gradually converting their meals 
to high-protein foods, ‘Their 
weakened bodies gained new 
vigor, and their minds become 
keen and alert once more,
